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REPORT 


ROSWELL, NEw Mexico, December 31, 1904. 
To the Hon. Miguel A. Otero, Governor of New Mexico: 


SIR: We have the honor to submit our fifth biennial report: 


of the operations and conditions of the New Mexico Military 
Institute from November 30, 1902, to the present date. 

With deep regret the board of regents of the New Mexico 
Military Institute reports theloss of their former associate 
and fellow regent, Joseph C. Lea, who died in the fullness of 
his power, February 3, 1904. He had faithfully and zealously 
served the institute as a member of this board from its or- 
ganization until the date of bis death. Не leaves to us and 
to the institute the memory and the example of his zeal and 
loyalty, of manly character and high qualities as a patriotic 
citizen. He was untiring in his efforts to promote the in- 
terests of the Military Institute, and his-death is an irrepar- 
able loss to the school. 

The board is at present composed of the following: Nathan 
Jaffa, president; W. M. Reed, vice president: E. A. Cahoon. 
treasurer; R. S. Hamilton, secretary, and W. M. Atkinsen, 
who succeeded Capt. J. C. Lea. АП of the members live in 
the immediate neighborhood of the institute and keep watch- 
inl care over its general workings; they consider all proposals 
and bids for the furnishing of supplies and making contracts 
for improvements, as well as inspecting work when com- 
pleted. In awarding contracts no discrimination is made: 
due notice is given to the public and the one proposing to 
furnish the best quality, or do the best work, at the least 
cost is granted the contract. The board holds its regular 
meetings at the institute the first Tuesday in each month; 
receives reports from the superintendent relative to the aca- 
| demic work and discipline during the preceding month, ex- 
| amines the books of the assistant secretary and treasurer, 
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audits the bills and expenditures and inspects the physical 
condition of the post.

NEW BUILDINGS. 


During the summer of 1903, four rooms were added to the 
barracks which had been built the year before. This makes 
a splendid building of fourteen rooms, all opening upona 
wide veranda, each room separate and distinct from the 
others, which affords the occupants privacy andi insures good 
order in the building. 

During the same summer, a five-room house was erected on 
the grounds west of the other buildings. This house was 
planned and located with the idea of using it for a cadet hos- 
pital but on account of the great demand for additional 
quarters it had to be used, in part, for cadets to live in last 
session. However, during the early part of the present ses- 
sion it was supplied with a modern bath and is now used for 
hospital purposes. 

By the greatest economy and cutting down of expenses we 
managed to save enough money for the erection of a new 
mess hall, which was an absolute necessity. The contract 
for the erection of the building was awarded last April It 
was completed in August and was furnished and ready for 
use at the opening of the presentsession, The building 1s of 
pressed brick and consists of a dining room eighty-four feet 
long by thirty-six feet in width and has the capacity of seat- 
ing three hundred cadets. Behind the dining room is a large 
kitchen supplied with a splendid range, steam tables, boilers, 
refrigerator and pantries. Under the whole building isa 
seven-foot basement which is divided into appartments for 
baking bread, store rooms, coal bins, a carpenter shop and 
closets. This is one of the best buildings on the grounds, is 
heated by a furnace and lighted by gas, and is a decided com 
fort to the cadets and of great assistance in maintaining the 
subsistence department. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 
Since our last report the following permanent improve 
ments have been made: 
Exteriorof allbuildings completely overhauled, repaired 
and painted, including the main building which is of brick. 
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This was given two coats of red paint and striped with white. 
Additional stables for milk cows. 
Built'a one-story frame building for counting and distribut- | 
ing cadets’ laundry and for the barber shop. | 
Over two hundred shade trees planted about the grounds. 
Laid five hundred and fifty feet three-quarter-inch and | 
seven hundred feet one-inch water pipe. | 
Piped five buildings for gas, using over sixteen hundred : 
feet of pipe. i 
' Laid eight hundred feet four-inch sewer pipe. 
Built five brick man holes with iron covers in sewer line. 
Placed steam heat in fifteen rooms, top floor cadet barracks: 
Placed fifty new school desks in section rooms. 
Placed six new tables in cadet mess hall. 
Bought two hundred and fifty chairs for mess hall and 
cadet quarters. 
Two coats of paint on interior of library. 
Placed an eight-foot French range in the kitchen. 
Furnished interior of cadet hospital. 
Placed forty single beds in new barracks. 
Leveled and prepared ten acres of new ground for an 
athletic field. 
Fitted up the old kitchen for a.chemical laboratory, and 
installed four hundred dollars’ worth of new apparatus. 
Bought three hundred and fifty dollars’ worth of appar- 
atus for the physical laboratory. 
Bought two hundred volumes for the library. 1 
Besides the improvements noted above, there has been a 
great amount of general work done on both buildings and 
grounds. Two men are constantly at work, improving, car- 
pentering, paihting, patching and working on the grounds 
and buildings.  * 
BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 
The buildings now consist of seven, two of which are of 
brick, and while the others are frame, they are well built and 
carefully arranged for the purposes of the school. However, v 
these buildings are not what they should be, for the New 
Mexico Military Institute should be a model. AN the build- | 
ings should be of brick or stone, built in the most substan- : 
tial manner possible, perfect in the minutest detail and pos- 
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4 
sessing every advantage capable of being furnished by the 
Territory of New Mexico. 

Much attention has been given to the care of the grounds, 
and the general condition is excellent. 


ACADEMIC WORK. 


The academic instruction of the cadets has been maintained 
at its usual high standard of thoroughness, and the results 
obtained show the excellence of the methodsemployed. The 
institute is warmly supported by all who have patronized it, 
as wellas by those who have had an opportunity, to visit the 
school and become familiar with the general military and 
academic work which is daily required. 

Four young men were graduated in the class of 1908, eight 
in the class of 1904 and twelve are now being prepared for 
graduation next commencement. 

The course of instruction is still divided into six classes, 
as stated in our former report, but the number of cadets in 
the Preparatory Department is growing less each year, 
while the Collegiate Department is growing in number 
and in the scope of its work. While the school is divided 
into Collegiate and Preparatory Departments, part of the 
work іп the Collegiate Department is preparatory. How- 
ever, the Institute furnishes a splendid course of study. 
Realizing that there are other requisites to a well rounded 

education than those that relate to the arts and sciences, and 
that to be successful a man must be so trained as to be able 
to adapt himself to any station in life, and having this object 
in view the Institute is doing everything in its power to tram 
the cadets to be honorable, manly soldiers and intelligent 
citizens, as well as skilled in science and literature, well ım 
formed, polished and self poised at all times. The atmos- 
phere is one of equality, the environment a continual re- 
minder that worth and merit, virtue, integrity, courage and 
kindred attributes ofa noble manhood are the essentials of 


success. 
HEALTH.

The health of the cadets has continued excellent through 
out the past two years. There have been no serious accidents 
and no epidemics of any sort have occurred. Their careful- 
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ly regulated duties, together with the quality of their food 
and their hygienic surroundings in other respects, all tend 
to promote the health and the development of vigor in both 
mind and body. Varid military exercises of not too long du- 
ration are alternated with the hours devoted to study, and 
serve to increase the ability for academic work, while the op- 
portunities afforded for pleasure and the encouragement 
given to out-door athletics, games, base ball; foot ball and ten- 
nis, furnish necessary relaxation from the tension of drill 
and study. 
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HOSPITAL. 

For the care of the sick an important improvement has 
been made by the equipment and comfortable arrangement 
of the new cadet hospital. This building consists of five 
large rooms, a modern bath, toilet and lavatory and two 
yerandas. Itis connected with the main sewer, but is so 
located that it can be entirely isolated from the other build- 
ings, should there be cases of an infectious disease. А sur- 
geon is employed by the session to look after the health of 
the cadets, and a nurse resides in the hospital, where all sick 
cadets are carefully attended to. 


DISCIPLINE. 


The discipline of the corps of cadets is steadily improving 

and is now in an excellent state. 1118 our belief that there 
is not another State or military school of its size in the West 
that excels its cadets in soldierly appearance or in its per- 
fection of drill and military exercises. 
m cadets are required to live in barracks under the im- 
mediate care of the Commandant and his assistants. They 
are organized into a battalion of three companies and a band. 
Regular garrison duty is enforced at all times and frequent 
; Inspections of quarters are made by the officers in charge of 
the Institute to see that allis in perfect condition. 
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LIBRARY. 
| A commodious and excellent library room has been com- 
| pleted and is now being used by the cadets, but as it stands 
| at present it is far from fulfilling the requirements demand- 
| ed of it. The furniture is inadequate and the number of 
| books very limited. This calls for special consideration, and 
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within the next year there should be expended in books and 
furniture at least a thousand dollars.

ATHLETICS. 


The athletics о? the Institute are on a sane and healthy 
basis. Instruetors are employed to coach and promote the 
out-door exercise which renders the various games indulged 
in beneficial to mind and body. A great number of the 
cadets participate during the their recreation hours in foot 
ball, base ball, tennis, etc., and the respective teams have 
always made a splendid showing when contending against 
other organizations. 

ATTENDANCE. 


During the past two years the demand for admission has 
taxed the school to its utmost capacity and applicants have 
been denied admission on account of limited quarters. The 
growth of the Institute is greatly hindered on this account 
and we most earnestly recommend that the Legislative pro- 
vide a suitable appropriation for carrying out a plan for en- 
larging the Institute, and such a plan, in the opinion of your 
Board, should provide not only for the present and imme- 
diate needs, but it should be arranged so as to admit of any 
future extension. 

During the session of 1903-04, one hundred and twenty 
cadets were received, butin order toaccommodate that num- 
ber the hospital building had to be used as sleeping quarters 
for cadets. "Even then, three cadets to a room had to be 
placed in а number of the rooms. Up to the present date, 
one hundred and eleven cadets have entered for this session, 
which is all that can possibly be accommodated at one time 
without using the hospital as barracks, which is not deemed 
wise. Itis the policy of the school to place only two cadets 
to a room, but demand for admission has been so great that 
there are three quartered in someofthelarger rooms. This 
is not as it should be, for cadets do much better when only 
two are quartered together. 

The Institute has fully demonstrated its worth and the 
prospect for the future is bright, provided appropriations 
can be secured to erect new and suitable buildings. In the 
future, all buildings should be substantial, large and well 
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built, to harmonize with the dignity which the school is fast 
assuming. 
FORMER APPROPRIATIONS. 

By an Act of the Thirty-fourth Legislative Assembly, the 
Institute was granted a bond issue of twenty-five thousand 
dollars, same to be secured by twenty-five thousand acres of 
school land, and the proceeds of this bond issue were to be 
used for the erection of a new barracks building. The Act 
was never approved by Congress and has failed to be of 
benefit to the Institute. 

Again, by an Act of the Thirty-fifth Legislative Assembly, 
the Institute was granted a loan of ten thousand dollars, 
which was to be repaid by the sale of lands belonging to the 
school. This loan was declared contrary to law on account 
of the fact that it was appropriated from a sinking fund, and 
the money could not be secured for the benefit of the school. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


No опе can examine into the merits of the Institute as this 
Board has done without being satisfied that itis on the whole 
admirably fulfilling the purposes ofits creation, and that it 
is in every way worthy of the most liberal treatment on the 
part of the next Territorial Legislature. Its growth and the 
scope of its work are being hindered by the lack of build- 
ings, and we earnestly recommend that a substantial appro- 
priation be made for the immediate enlargement of the build- 
ings. We would also ask that the annual levy be increased 
to sixty one-hundredths of one mill so that a portion may be 
set apart for library purposes and much needed apparatus 
for the chemical and physical laboratories. 

A military school of this gradeis of necessity an expensive 
institution, but we believe that all moneys appropriated for 
it are being economically and judiciously used. The greater 
part of the appropriations, as will be seen from the accom- 
panying financial statement, has been used for permanent 
improvements. However, the school is now becoming so 
large and its maintenance so expensive that it will be impos- 
sible to meet the current expenses and save money for per- 
manent improvements withouthaving special appropriations. 
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CONCLUSION, 


In conclusion, the Board would say that in its opinion no 
fair-minded citizen can visit the New Mexico Military Insti. 
tute, investigate the methods of education and the daily life 
of the cadets and not feel'a genuine admiration for, and pride 
in, the institution. Itis the people’s school; it is training 
boys who come from every town and county of the Territory, 
and during their course of study they receive every atten- 
tion possible to be shown them by the officers of the Insti- 
tute. Тһе son of à rich man and the son of the poor man live 
on the same plane; no favors nor discriminations are made at 
the Territory's Military Institute. 

Itis the firm and sincere conviction of every member of 
the Board of Regents that the Legislative Assembly should 
give attention to the pressing needs of this institution.
